Tho Pope has determined that the pro- 
Leeeds from the proporty of the Friars in 
tho Philippines,, if the Friars sell the pro- 
perty-and leave those istands, will go Into 
the Treasary of St. Peter's, Iie Holiness 
permitted tho Friars to hold estates for 
tha suppost of missions, and if the mis- 
sions ara, abandoned, the Church will 
devote the money to tho support 
of missions olsowhere. The Spanish 
‘Ambassador to the Vatican, Senor Pedol, 
who was recently appointed to_bis poet, 
had intimate relations with the Pope, and 
will avon begin to discuss the question 
affecting the intorests of the Spanish Church 
Orders.’

In tho end, however, it 
couli not bo denied that the’ only cruiser 
ready forthe purpose was the second-claas 
cruiser Minerva, which bad.to givesup~the 
journey on account of the storm in the 
Channel. ‘This was the signal, however, 
for anxious and waraing voices on all sider, 
which assorted that the readiness of the 
Finglish Fleet left much tu be desired, and 
thut the state of things was: beenming in- 
tolerable, Tt then (urned ont that thonrder 
from the Admiralty that the two battle- 
ships Ocermn and Canopus, belonging to the 
Moditerranean Squadron, should proceed 
to East Asia and bo replaced by ships of 
tho same class from ono of the Reserve 
Squadrons, could not be carried cut, be- 
cause none of the Rescrre Squadrons 
contained a single modern buttle-ehip which 
Feould be sont to tha Mediterrmcan.

A,full glossary, and an index more care- 
fully compiled than is usually the case in a 
first issue, satisfucturily bring this volume 
tonmend.

THE BLOCKING OF SEWERS. 


At the meoting of tho Sanitary Board 
yesterday afternoon, there was submitted a 
Jotter from the Governinont transmitting 
copies of reports rom Capt, May and Mr 
Hollingsworth, P.W.D, respecting the 
blockage of the sewors by tho garbage wash- 
ed into them from the hawkers’ stalls. Mr 
Hollingaworth stated. that in the very large 
proportion of cases where special sttontion 
had beon drawn to the sewers consequent 
om the sewer-trap being choked, it had 
heen found that trap only had been 
blocked up, and that che sewer had 
nat suffered, as any excess had been 
cartiod away by the storm drain. Ag, 
however, the starm drains were very 
large and the ordinary flow very small. 
there was not sufficiont water in them to 
keep them clean, and any vegetable matter 
finding ite way into them had every chance 
of putrefying and becoming a nuisance. 
Dr, Hartigan was not correct in trying 
to suggest that tho major portion of tha 
slush dragged from a sewer when being 
cleared was due to coolie : reataurant-stall- 
keepers, as ho thought it had now been 
clearly shown that the traps only got tho 
chief benefit of the offal. “After referring 
to tho earth-coulies and their irre- 
gular mauner of depositing the night 
soil jute the nearest gullies,” the Te- 

ort concludes; * Undoubtedly «eating 
Fouees provided for the covlies would be a 
great thing for the strecta, ax hawking 
made the street surface ina dirty condi- 
tton besides causing an obstruction, but 
Dr Hartigan rather weakened his ease- by 
stating that his ‘ground for making the re"
